Victoria  has  lost  a  clti?.on  of  hlRh  .standliTr.  of 
Intense  probity  and  of  a  wholly  likeable  persun- 
•Uty  In  the  death  of  Mr.  Arthur  Coles,  wh*  had 
been  resident,  heif^  f  r  irly  thirty  years  Tb.- 
labe  Mr.  Coles  iiad  u  hu^t  of  friends,  lie  was 
esteemed  by  everyone  who  knew  him.  Ingaged 
for  so  many  years  in  ft  "  rral  estate  hu.slnes.s, 
necessarily  came  into  conuct  with  a  very  wid'; 
etoele.  and  whoever  he  met,  even  easually.  Im- 
mediately liked  and  respected  him.  His  whole 
attitude  to  life  and  towards  his  fellow  men  was 
one  that  inspired  loyalty.  Ha'  had  a  sane, 
healthy  outlook  always.  He  was  an  enthusiastic 
believer  In  the  city  where  he  had  made  hto  home 
and  hla  atreer.  and  in  the  making  adileved  for 
himself  a  plaee  of  honor  in  the  taeactt  cl  out 
citizens. 

As  fine  a  virtue  as  any  man  can  possess  Is 

that  which  leads  to  his  characterization  by  those 
who  know  him  as  being  of  a  dtoposition  which 
attracts  trust  and  inspires  c<mlldence.

Portugal.  Two  small  British

Wellington  landed  in  Portugal, 
nod  by  his  great  vicf/)ry  at  Vlmiera 
in  August,  1808.  he  dro\e  the  French 
army  from  the  country,  but  Mrifjre  s 
campalcn  \n  Spam  was  doomed  to 
failure  from  tbe  start.  He  was 
given  tbe  task  of  asslsttag  tho 
Spanish  insia  gouts,  but  hto  army 
was  totally  Inadsgnste  for  the  pur- 
poee.

VIoe-PreRldent  and  Munaglng  Direc- 
tor, that  should  contribute  to  an  Im- 
nriivemeiif  In  general  trade,  and 
nelp  In  reniedyinR  .-onir  of  thesitua- 
tlon.s  that  have  ari.sen 

The  annual  meet  inn  marked  the 
close  of  a  very  .saLlsfartory  year,  not- 
wlthstandlns!  the  Keneral  triui^  de- 
preMlon.  and  brought  toKetluT  u 
very  Urge  number  of  ahareholders. 

Sir  Herbert  Holt,  after  referrtnRto 
the  world-wide  depression  and  citing 
credit  conditions  as  the  chief  con- 
tributing factor,  reviewed,  as  usual, 
developments  In  and  prospects  for 
the  basic  Industries  of  the  Domin- 
ion. His  remarks  along  thiie  Unes 
were,  in  part,  as  follows: 

"There  can  be  no  doubt  that  tbe 
abnormal  rredit  conditions  during 
193S  and  1929  must  be  held  primarily 
responsible  for  Initiating  the  present 
world-wide  depreaslon  High  money 
ratea  had  their  inevitable  efTecl  of 
depressing  bu.<!lne.s.H  nnd  pnnilyzlnK 
development,  and  in  many  rauntrlcs 
f^(>nlll^i^  and  ixjlitu-al  structures 
havr  been  weakened  to  .such  a  de- 
RTrr  that  it  Is  necewfary  for  them  to 
11-  r  ■  a.ssl.stance  In  the  .-.hape  of 
:  .  iiiiin,,  b^-fore  their  purchas- 

iiig  ixni  r  can  be  restored.  The  con- 
centration of  ,mxlv  per  cent  of  the 
world's  gold  .supply  In  the  United 
States  and  France  has  placed  the 
potential  control  of  the  world's  price 
level  in  the  hands  of  these  two  coun- 
tries. Neither  coimtry  has  parfoeted 
Its  central  banking  machinery  to  the 
point  where  such  control  can  be 
made  promptly  effeetlYa.  and  I  fear 
that  neither  country  haa  fidly  rea- 
Uasd  Its  duty  inthls  respect  to  iU 
asm  sitiasos  and  to  the  rest  of  the 
world.  DntU  this  rsaponslbillty  is 
folly  understood,  or  until  there  has 
been  such  a  redbtribution  of  gold  as 
to  leave  other  countries  In  a  less 
helpless  condition,  the  world  can 
never  attain  that  stability  whldi 
business  has  every  right  to  expect" 
His  comments  on  the  Imperial 
Oonfersnoe  were  as  follows:  "The 
rsBUlts  of  the  Imperial  Oonference 
are  naturally  dlsappoiotlng  to  the 
Ovsneoa  Dominions.  It  waa  too 
mach  to  eapaet  that  a  ready-made 
propoeal  would  be  acceptable  to  Oreat 
Britalnr  Ber  trade  wltii  the  outside 
worid  is  relatively  modi  more  Im- 
portant to  her  than  is  the  case  with 
UM  Dominions,  but  proposals  put 
forward  by  the  Canadian  delenates 
Involved  a  principal  rather  than  a 
plan  and,  In  spite  of  whatever  dlfll- 
eultles  mujtt  be  overcome  In  order  to 
arrive  at.  a  common  basis  of  agree- 
ment, thi.',  principle  Is  one  which 
should  command  serious  consldera- 
ti  111  The  component  partjt  of  the 
Enipiic  can  .Mirelv  exivct  from  each 
otlir;  ;in  iiiiilprsi  aniiiiuT  lutil  co- 
operation In  trade  afTalrs  \thlrh  is 
consplcuou.sly  ah.sent  In  interna- 
tional relations.  It  Is  hoped  that 
the  preliminary  dl.scu.s.Mons  before 
the  propfvMvl  conference  at  Ottawa 
will  lead  to  a  common  bSMla  of 
aKrreinent  at  that  time." 

.Sir  Herbert  dealt  with  the  princi- 
pal Industries  of  Onada.  making  a 
number  of  constructive  suggestions 
IB  connection  with  the  newsprint 
Induatrv.  he  ix>lnteil  out  that  Its 
present  situation  is  the  re.sult  of  un- 
wise over-ex]nin.s|<in  atid  advo<-atPf1 
the  prohibition  by  Provincial  Oov- 
ernmciit.s  of  any  further  m.stalla- 
tions  until  the  demand  catches  up 
with  the  present  supplT.  also  that 
the  Oovemments  ahouid  insist  on  i 
all  Canadian  coropaniea  operating 
at  the  same  percentace  of  capacity, 
theretrr  doing  away  with  futile  com- 
petition and  useless  price  cutting. 

In  connection  with  the  railways 
he  advocated  co-operation  and  ellm- 
Inati.'P  '  <-  A  It' tefiQ  eompetltion,  and 
poiii'oil  '  i'  that  It  Is  Vital  that  they 
siiouui  ii'.t  be  hampered  by  snv  re- 
duction in  rates  or  increase  in  taxes 
which  would  Intsrfere  srtth  financ- 
ing and  the  malntanaaeo  of  hlgb 
operatlntt  efficiency. 

He  intimated  that  over-expanslon 
of  hydroelectjic  plants  is  thrent- pf  t 
and  stated  that  It  is  of  vital  imp<>r 
tance  that  future  developments  br 
authorized  only  as  demand  warrant.s 
He  dealt  at   <  on.slderable  Irnnlh 
with  agriculture  and  sfronRl,  nlvo- 
cstcd  that  the  Wrvt,  «.hiMil.I  tir  >• 
dependent    on    'lie    pt ixlu' ; ion  of 
■rain,  subatltutliie  imxrri  farming. 
He  approved  o(  the  suRK'-'^ted  for- 
wallon  eC  an  acrlcultural  credit 
ewpetatlen  to  aaniiit  the  farmers  to 
purchase  cattle  sheep  and  hogs. 

He  advocated  the  increased  use  of 
fert Hirer  as  a  means  of  en.surlng 
more  stable  results,  pointing  out 
that  experiments  have  demonstrated 
Jhat  fertUtssrs  properly  usrd  wiu 
ntBrsaaa  the  jrlald  of  wheat  by  eichi 
tn  MHb  par  acre.  Hm  devel-

Their  consumption  In  the 
fiscal  year  of  1930  amounted  to 
1.000,000.000  pounds,  of  which  we 
supplied  le«:,s  than  18.000.000,  Meat 
producUs  e.xporte<l  in  1920  amounted 
to  $s»6  noodOO  and  had  falU-n  in  1939 
lo  Ic-,'  tiian  $20000'.

Business  and  industry  luive  main- 
tained a  surprLsingly  siitlsfa' torv 
volume  of  acUvity  in  C'RUHi'la  a.s 
compared  with  oUier  countries  nie 
stability  of  our  great  Industries  and 
the  Strength  of  our  financial  institu- 
tions durui*  the  past  year  constitute 
a  record  which  we  may  view  with 
pride.  It  is  this  stability  which  Is 
the  basia  tar  but  optimism  conoem- 
ing  the  f  uturs.  Thin  are  a  suiBelent

Mr.  O.  B.  NeUl,  Vloe-lWdent  and 
Managing  Director  of  the  bank,

plies and  central  bank  ponoy.  He 
pointed  out  that  ocDbr  the  return  of 
normal  International  financial  rela- 
tions would  end  the  prsoent  depres- 
sion, and  advocated  a  conference  of 
the  leading  finaiicl.xl  powers  to  for- 
mulate a  plan  whereby  countries  In 
nee<t  of  financial  assistance  could 
tap  the  .surplus  supplies  of  New 
York  and  ParLs  Failing  this,  he 
.su«Ke.sted  that  BrIUsh  Interests 
■should  undertake  this  on  their  own 
account  by  Uie  formation  of  a  syn- 
dicate with  .substantial  capital, 
which  would  borrow  money  lii 
France  and  the  tTnlfed  .States  and 
relend  it  to  countries  which  are  ur- 
gently In  nerd  of  new  loans  in  order 
tore.store  them  to  financial  health. 

He  flirt iicr  pointed  out  that  the 
apparent  .shortage  of  gold,  which 
economUst.s  resard  a«  the  main  cause 
of  Die  drpie.s.slon.  eouM  be  off.set  by 
a  ditTerent  poUcv  on  the  part  of  cen- 
tral hanks,  and  he  .suKRested  that  a
